1. (Withdrawn) A method of sending messages in a distributed data processing network, 
the method comprising the steps of: 

(1) receiving a message that includes subject information having a plurality of 
portions, wherein the subject information is generated, based on one or more pre-selected 
portions, as the message is created; and 

(2) forwarding the message based on the subject information. 

2. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 wherein the subject information is generated by 
the step of: 

appending a changeable portion to a fixed portion of the subject information. 

3. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 2 further comprising the step of: 

modifying the changeable subject information's content when the message is 

created. 

4. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of forwarding the message 
comprises the step of: 

guaranteeing delivery of the message to a subscriber registered to receive 
messages having the subject information. 

5. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 wherein the step of forwarding the message 
comprises the step of: 

forwarding the message to one or more subscribers registered to receive 
messages having the subject information. 

6. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 5 further comprising the step of: 
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storing information relating to the one or more registered subscribers into a 

database. 

7. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 6 further comprising the step of: 

storing a copy of the database's content into a remote memory device. 

8. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 1 further comprising the step of: 

allowing a user to view the message's configuration information that includes a 
plurality of subject elements. 

9. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 8 further comprising the step of: 

providing at least one of variable name and type to be a part of each of the 
plurality of subject elements. 

10. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 8 further comprising the step of: 

allowing the user to publish a portion of the message determined by the 
configuration information. 

1 1 . (Withdrawn) The method of claim 8 further comprising the step of: 

allowing the user to include a part of the configuration information as a portion of 
the subject information, 

12. (Withdrawn) A message delivery system in a client-server environment, comprising: 

a server configured to receive a message having a plurality of portions, wherein 
subject information is generated, based on one or more pre-selected portions, as the message is 
created and configured to forward the message based on the subject information. 

13. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 12 further comprising a publisher client 
configured to generate the subject information by appending a changeable portion to a fixed 
portion of the subject information. 
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14. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 13 wherein the publisher client is further 
configured to modify the changeable subject information's content when the message is created. 

15. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 12 wherein the server is further configured to 
guarantee delivery of the message to a subscriber registered to receive messages having the 
subject information. 

16. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 12 wherein the server is further configured to 
forward the message to one or more subscribers registered to receive messages having the 
subject information. 

17. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 16 wherein the server is further configured to store 
information relating to the one or more registered subscribers into a database. 

18. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 17 further the server is further configured to store 
a copy of the database's content into a remote memory device. 

19. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 12 further comprising a meta-data server 
configured to allow a user to view the message's configuration information that includes a 
plurality of subject elements. 

20. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 19 wherein the meta-data server is further 
configured to provide at least one of variable name and type to be a part of each of the plurality 
of subject elements. 

21 . (Withdrawn) The system of claim 19 wherein the meta-data server is further 
configured to allow the user to publish a portion of the message determined by the configuration 
information. 

22. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 19 wherein the meta-data server is further 
configured to allow the user to include a part of the configuration information as a portion of the 
subject information. 
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23. (Withdrawn) A computer readable medium including instructions being executed by 
a system of computers, the instructions instructing the computer to execute an message delivery 
system, the instructions including: 

(1) receiving a message that includes subject information having a plurality of 
portions, wherein the subject information is generated, based on one or more pre-selected 
portions, as the message is created; and 

(2) forwarding the message based on the subject information. 

24. (Withdrawn) The medium of claim 23 wherein the instructions further include: 

guaranteeing delivery of the message to a subscriber registered to receive 
messages having the subject information. 

25. (Withdrawn) The medium of claim 23 wherein the instructions further include 
generating the subject information by appending a changeable portion to a fixed portion of the 
subject information. 

26. (Withdrawn) The medium of claim 25 wherein the instructions further include 
modifying the changeable subject information's content when the message is created. 

27. (Withdrawn) The medium of claim 23 wherein the instructions further include 
forwarding the message by forwarding the message to one or more subscribers registered to 
receive messages having the subject information. 

28. (Withdrawn) The medium of claim 27 wherein the instructions further include 
storing information relating to the one or more registered subscribers into a database. 

29. (Withdrawn) The medium of claim 28 wherein the instructions further include 
storing a copy of the database's content into a remote memory device.

35. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 34 wherein the means for forwarding the message 
further comprises -means for guaranteeing delivery of the message to a subscriber registered to 
receive messages having the subject information. 

36. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 34 further comprising means for generating 
subject information by appending a changeable portion to a fixed portion of the subject 
information. 
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37. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 36 further comprising means for modifying the 
changeable subject information's content when the message is created. 

38. (Withdrawn) The system of claim 34 further comprising means for forwarding the 
message by forwarding the message to one or more subscribers registered to receive messages 
having the subject information.

(2) generating the subject information based on one or more pre-selected 
portions, as the message is being created; and 

(3) forwarding the message based on the subject information. 
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46. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 45 wherein the step of forwarding the message 
comprises the step of: 

guaranteeing delivery of the message to a subscriber registered to receive 
messages having the subject information. 

47. (Withdrawn) The method of claim 45 wherein the subject information is generated 
by the step of: 

appending a changeable portion to a fixed portion of the subject information.

72. (Original) The system of claim 71 wherein the server is further configured to create a 
command based on the messages received from the publisher clients. 

73. (Original) The system of claim 67 wherein the server is further configured to 
guarantee delivery of the message to a subscriber client registered to receive messages having 
the subject information.

77. (Original) The system of claim 76 wherein the server is further configured to store 
information relating to one or more registered subscribers into a database. 

78. (Previously presented) The system of claim 77 wherein the server is further 
configured to store a copy of the database's content into a remote memory device. 

79. (Previously presented) The system of claim 67 further comprising a meta-data server 
configured to allow a user to view configuration information of a message that includes a 
plurality of subject elements. 

80. (Original) The system of claim 79 wherein the meta-data server is further configured 
to provide at least one variable name and type to be a part of each of the plurality of subject 
elements. 

81 . (Original) The system of claim 79 wherein the meta-data server is further configured 
to allow the user to publish a portion of the message determined by the configuration 
information. 

82. (Original) The system of claim 79 wherein the meta-data server is further configured 
to allow the user to include a part of the configuration information as a portion of the subject 
information. 
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
